DETAILED ACTION 

This application is a divisional of 09/396,260, now issued as US Patent 
6,184,015, which is a divisional of 09/032,315, now issued as US Patent 5,985,818 

The amendment filed on June 8, 2009, canceling claims 106-136 and adding 
claims 137-173, has been entered. No new matter has been entered. 

Claims 137-173 are pending and are under consideration. 

Response to Arguments/Amendments 

Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on June 8, 2009 have been fully 
considered and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections/objections 
previously applied, as detailed below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112, 1 st paragraph 

In view of the cancellation of claims 1 06-1 36, the rejection of 1 06-1 36 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement, 
has been withdrawn. 

In view of the cancellation of claims 1 06-1 36, the rejection of 1 06-1 36 under 35 
U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement, has 
been withdrawn. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

In view of the cancellation of claims 1 9-1 20, 1 22 and 1 32, the rejection of 1 9-1 20, 
122 and 132 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Germann et al. has been 
withdrawn.
